NOW THEREFORE the Council of the Regional Municipality of Hamilton- 
Wentworth enacts as follows: 


1. That Wray Oakes, Road Maintenance Superintendent, be appointed Area Weed 
Inspector for the Regional Municipality of Hamilton-Wentworth. 


2. That the Area Weed Inspector shall hold office during the pleasure of Council and 
subject to the provisions of the Weed Control Act and shall exercise all authority, 
powers and rights thereof and shall perform all the duties and obligations which by 
statute or by-law are or may be conferred or imposed upon the Area Weed 
Inspector. 


3. That the Area Weed Inspector shall work in cooperation with the District and Local 
Weed Inspectors and carry out the provisions of the Weed Control Act and 
regulations thereto. 


4. That By-law R97-020 is hereby repealed.
